The Earth's Orbit, 


A discussion in the columns of Science 
brings out rather more clearly than before 
the effect which a change in the shape of 
the earth's orbit. produces in the slow change 
of mean temperature which has long since 
been associated with the.occurrence of glac- 
ial epochd. The deduction is that the total 
quantity of heat received from the sun in a 
year is inversely proportional to the minor 
axis of the orbit, if major axis remain 
constant (which is nearly the case). The 
superior limit of eccentricity ts given by 
Leverrier at 0.0774, and the present value 
is about 0.01675. From this it follows that 
when the orbit was most eccentric the an- 
nual warming of the earth by the solar rays 
was about 0.003 less than at present. This 
ifference may seem too small to bring about

The Behring Sea Arbitration. 


Speaking of the Behring sea Arbitration 
now in progress in Paris, the Empire says : 
—** Nations are very much like individuals. 
Great Britain has always been very punctil- 
ious regarding points of honor in its treaty 
relations. The typical Englishman, all the 
world over, looks to his personal honor as 
an invaluable possession. The United States, 
on the other hand, has never been very 
particular about the sacreduess of treaties, 
as Canada, China, Mexico and Great Britain 
itself can bear witness, and the typical 
American is sharp and shrewd to a point 
which often shocks the old world idea 
of business morality. So it seems alao 
in this Behring Sea Arbitration, Feel- 
ing probably the weakness of their case, 
the American counsel could not, by yester- 
day's report, control themselves, or copy the 
courteous diplomatic style ot the British 
representatives ‘when it was the place of the 
latter to listen.

ALONG THE CONGO. 


The Defeat of the trabs will Restore Con- 
fidence In the Pree Biate, 


The despatches from the Congo Free State 
during the past three months have chroviel- 
ed the steady progress of the State forces in 
their contest with the Arabs. The latest 
pews is that Lieut. Dhanis has occupied 
Nyangwe, the great centre of the slave 
trade on the Congo and the residence of the 
—, Arab chiefs, who, a year ago, re- 

Ned against the State's authority. 

Nyangwe has been more talked about 
than any other place in Central Africa, be- 
cause for many years it was the test 
centre of Arab enterprises west of lake 
region ; and until after Stanley descended 
the Congo it waa the moat western 
inhabited by Zanzibar Arabs. It stands on 
the right shore of, and rises forty feet above, 
the Congo. It was here that Livingstone 
witnessed the massacre of natives, a large 
part of them women, who had come there 
to trade and were shot down by the Arabs, 
Livingstone thought the wide river before 
him was the Nile. Here Cameron, who 
wished to follow the mysterions river to its 
mouth , was compelled, owing to his inability 
td procure canoes or aid from the Araba, to 
leave the great problem unsolved, and to 
strike southwest across the continent, 
Here Stanley began his descent of the un- 
known river, and never left it until he . 
reached the sea: and here a year ago the 
Arab chief, Munie Moharra, organized the 
revolt, whose first white victims were mem- 
bers of the hapless Hodister expedition and 
officers of the Congo State. 

Lieut. Dhanis, who marched east from 
the Tankuru River, inflicted two erushin 
defeats upon Moharra, killed the Ara 
leader in the second fight, and captured his 
capital. The white leader is a Belgian, 
thirty-one years old, who has served sever-. 
al years in the Congo State. Having ca 
tured Nyangwe, he was at last accounts 
vancing southeast to Kasongo, the bes 
built Arab settlement in equatorial Africa 
and the capital of Sefu, the son of Tipps 
Tib. This young man joined the rebel 
cause, took psrt in the two battles WW 
November and January last, and when last 
heard from was fleeing east as fast aa he 
could travel, leaving his big town to its 
fate.

The Royal Betrothal. 


The betrothal of the Dake of York and 
Princess May ot Teck is the most popular 
romance of the day in England. While 
marriage with a deceased wife's diater has 
teen digcountenanced by law, there are 
neither social canons nor public prejudice 
against marriage with a deceased brother's 
sweetheart. The Duke of York in marry- 
ing the Princess, who was overwhelmed 
with grief when the Duke of Clarence died, 
may or may not make a love match, but he 
will do @ politic thing for himself and for 
monarchical institutions in England. The 
Princess is ae great a favorite with the 
public as he is himself, and the royal be- 
trothal has beech received everywhere in the 
United Kingdom with favor and satisfac- 
tion. Even if it be a mere marriage of 
convenience, it is a good stroke of politics 
for the Crown in a country which is be- 
coming more democratic every decade and 
may some day be a republic in form as it 
already is largely in fact. The betrothal 
is popular because Princess May, while hav- 
ing Cantina blood in her veins, has always 
lived in England and kept in touch with 
the people there. By education and social 
training ¢he is an Engtish Princess; and 
ebehas many of those “sturdy traits and 
mple, unaffected graces which made 
Princess Victoria popular when she was 
living with her mother at Kensington 
Palace sixty years ago. The royal marriages 
of the Queen’s reign have been numerous, 
but they have seldom deeply interested 
her subjects, The Mistress of the Robes, 
the Captain of the Yeomen of the Guard, 
Lord Gold Stick and all the other dignitaries 
of the Court have had their parts to play in 
these State ceremonies and have considered 
the events important; but the Queen's 
worshipful subjects have not been enamour- 
ed of the German princes and foreign prin- 
ceses who have been imported to recruit the 
rapidly increasing swarm of royal grand- 
children. It will —_— these loyal subjects 
to know that the future Dachess of York, 
who may herself be Queen and the mother 
of a King, is essentially an Englishwoman, 
like the reigning sovereign, and accustomed 
from childhood to the social environment 
of a stately Court. What may be the 
future of royalty in a country where the 
masses are in such complete estion of 

litical power as they are in England it is 

ous for any morslist to conjecture. 
But one thing it is entirely safe to assume, 
and that is that while orang & laste the 
English people will insist = aving it so 
far as possible a respectable institution, 
with nothing come Oe about it. Par- 
iament has provided liberally for the various 
royal establishments set up when one mem- 
ber after another of the Queen's household 
hasmarried. It does not accord with Eng- 
lish ideas of decency and propriety to have 
Princes without princely incomes, or a 
monarchy that will be a sight and a show 
from its poverty and bad debts. The royal 
family while it reigns will be permitted to 
make a good = with stately 
functions and all the pageantry of Contin- 
ental Court ceremonies. Since monarchy is 
a national institution it must be maintained 
with all proper signs and dignity, as befits 
the Ry of so conservative a people as the 
English.

Oh Mahomed Prophet, be pleased to re- 
ceive into Paradise the soul of your humble 
servant, whore body Major Bruce’s mehtar 
police are now defiling by lashes, forced to 
lick a spot off the blood-stained floor of the 
slaughter-house, and hereafter to be hanged, 
by the order of General Neill. And - oh, 
Prophet, in due time inspire my infant son, 
Mazar Ali of Rohtuk, that he may revenge 
this discretion on the General and his de- 
scendants, 

Note.—-Mazar Ali, Sowar, 2d Regiment, 
Central India Horse, who, under divine 
mission, shot Major A. H. 8, Neill, com- 
manding the corps at Agar, Central India, 
on the 14th March, 1887, was sentenced to 
death by Sir Lepel Griffin, Governor-Gener- 
al’s Agent. 


GENERAL NEILL’S NARRATIVE, 


In reference to the above, Sir John Kaye, 
in the ‘ History of the Indian Matiny,” 
which he has written jointly with Col. 
Malleson, says, vol. ii. page 298 :— 

But it was arranged that whilst Have- 
lock, being in chief command, should ma- 
ture his errangements for the crossing of 
the Ganges, Neill should remain io charge 
of Kanbpur. One of bis first acts after his 
arrival was to inquire into all the circar- 
stances of the recent massacres, and to do 
what he could do to avenge them.

If the Campania had been sailing 
west she would have gone 542 miles, bet 
us be as nice in es the differ- 
rent factors of this day rformance as 
rough calculation will permit. It was on 
the third day before arriving at Queens- 
town, At t time the Campania was 
somewhere in latitade 47 or 48, where the 
degrees measure about forty miles, Giving 
four minutes of time to a d , We see 
that the 517 miles represented about &0 min- 
utes of time. In other words, the distance 
put upon the log had been covered in some- 
thing under 23 1-6 hours, an average of « 
shade better than 22 knotaan hour. There 
wnothing surprising about it, The Cam- 
ia was built for puree. She was 
ormed and engined and boilered for just 
such railroad-like traveling, and more. 
How much more, she will take her own time 
toshow. None the less we must take off 
our hats to cheer, as though we were 
thrilled with amazement more than admi- 
ration, justas we hope to cheer hereafte 
for every successive fraction of an hour 
chipped off the transatlantic record or for 
every fraction of a knot added to the speed 
of ocean steamships,” 


Steel Barrels.

utterance of the few, the newspaper reader 
now gets the essence of the thought of 
many, presented compactly, clearly and 
with the purpose of informing o r convine- 
ing.

than k publication can give. And 
many , strong men are heard, in fact, 
who would never think of putting their 
thought into a book. The newspaper not 
only opens the door of utterance to all the 
experts, but diligently hunts them up and 
invites qxpression at their hands. Again, 
the newspaper discusses subjects when they 
are up for consideratien, and eo gives the 
‘Vigor and force of timeliness to whatever 
ia said about them. In so far as it sup- 
plants books it is merely a case of the sur- 
vival of the httest, an instance of the bet- 
ter adaptation of means to ends. Another 
consideration of importance is this. The 
growth of newspaper circulaton is due in a 
considerable degree to the fact that men 
who used to read but one newspaper now 
habitually read several, The result of 
this change is unmistakably to broaden in- 
telligence, to enlarge the view, to correct 
error and to overcome prejudice, It reacts 
also upon thé newspapers themselves, It 
compels them in self-defense to beware of 
narrowness and deception.

resented to the great masses of the people. 
svery body can afford to read the newpapers, 
Not everybody by any means can afford the 
free use of books. The newapaper brings 
both the profit and the entertainment of 
reading to millions who have neither the 
money with which to get avcess to many 
books} nor the time to read them, Finally 
the reading habit is one which grows by 
what it feeds on, and the newspaper is its 
apostle and missionary. More than all other 
forms of publication combined, it cultivates 
the habit of reading and it is}the wide prev- 


alence of that habit which causes books to 


well and circulate and gives to the magazines 
the phenomenal succes’ they have attained 
in the last ten years. Our public schools 
each all our people toread.

I cannot help thinking how much more 
nerve he displayed than either Mr. Greon 
or I, but he had been over it before, and 
knew what was ahead of him.

Sex Im Education. 


Sir James Crichton Browne, M.D., re- 
cently delivered before the Medical Society 
of London the annual “oration” on “Sex in 
Education,” The subject has long attracted 
the attention of medical men, alike in Eng- 
land, on the continent and in America. ft 
is a good while since Sir James Crichton 

Srowne commenced to make the subject a 
study. There are few more apt to teach 
than Sir James, and the special knowledge 
which he has gained on this theme made 
his address peculiarly seasonable. We are 
not surprised that the lecturer condemned 
the growing tendency to assimilate the ed- 
ucation of girls to that of boys, and tothrow 
men and women into industrial competition 
in every walk of life. It is indisputable 
that education can only be safely conducted 
in the light ot “‘cerebral physiology’—that 
is, conducted according to nature. Sir 
James ©. Browne pays a merited tribute to 
what high schools for girls have achieved. 
But he unhesitatingly afilrems that over- 
pressure is common in such schools, and 
where that is the case, his condemnation is 
decisive. Over-pressure produces serious 
injury of health, and where such ra ge is 
conspicuous, it cannot be too seriously con- 
demned, Sir James Crichton Browne re- 
minded his audience that the female brain 
is at once smaller than the male and differ. 
ently constituted. But, speaking generally, 
the female brain, though smaller, is more 
active than that of the male. The differ- 
ence of constitution, however, pointe to a 
different kind of life ; and though there 
are points where in their intellectual 
careers the sexes meet, too much must not 
be made of that fact. Wherever those 
charged with the education of the sexes 
forget their respective destinations a stri- 
ous mistake is made. The political move- 
ments of the day, no lesa than the educa- 
tional, point to a development of the fair 
sex different from what tradition has as- 
signed them. 

t is net necessary to enter into the poli- 

tical aspect of woman's education, or to 
discuss her fituess for the discharge of 
public daties, We have a Queen familiar- 
ized with every department of political 
life. Victoria and Elizabeth are conspicu- 
ous examples of how the kingly faculty of 
the ruler may exhibt itself in the fair sex. 
But the life of the Prince Consort shows 
how largely the sovereign was indebted 
to the prudent partner of her life 
for intellectual counsel. Elizabeth 
had not tue good fortune of our 
Qucen. Bat she had in her service 
statesmen scarcely less devoted than a con- 
sort could have been, A great deal of the 
rubbish taught as to the indelicacy of exer- 
tion on the part of girls, about which so 
much was heard in the days of Mary Woll- 
stonecraft, has been got rid off. Neverthe- 
less care must be taken that study is not 
pekwys by the gentler sex to an extent 
ikely to impair the vigor of their constitu- 
tions. Sir James C. Browne, states that to 
a considerable extent this is done ; and he 
protests against it, at once in the interests 
of woman and the interests of education, 

It is twenty years now since ** Sex in 
Education ” was brought under the atten- 
tion of society in the United States by 
Eduard H, Clarke, M.D., in a work which 
had a remarkable success. His book, 
however, is rather melancholy reading, not 
from any fault in its composition, but from 
the many examples it gives of brilliant girls 
who broke down either while at school and 
college, or after the excitement of that life 
was over. Dr. Clarke’s work, originally 
published in Bostod, was lately reproduced 
in England, and may be studied with ad- 
vantage by all interested in the subject,

It was once the 
favorite fishing resort of Hawaiian royalt 
The island is the sixth in point of size - 
the —_— in commen with ite sister 
isles is clearly and unmistakably of voloanic 
origin, The round and landlicked valley 
of Palawai, with ite grassy pain containin 
more than 10,009 acres of rich soil, wae in 
ea past the crater of t volcano, 
which, after. the great upheaval which 
forced the chain upward through and above 
the waters, still servel aaavent for the 
molten mass and gasea beneath the earth's 
crust. The island ie also unique in 
that it is the ovly one of the group which 
haa a coral reef on the windward side, The 
island is held partly in fee simple and part- 
ly in leasehola by Mr. Fred H, Hapeatden. 
ite ownership having been originally 
acquired by the late ex-Premier Gibson, 
from whom it descended to Mr. Ha 
and his wife, whe ina daughter of that 
aay oereec and ambitious statesman, Since 
Mr. Gibson’s death, Mr, Hayselden has, 
from time to time, added largely to his 
landed possession, and the entire island, 
with the oxception of a few kuleanas 
(native homesteads) is new under Nis oon- 
trol. The Kanaka population is now in the 
neighborhood of two hundred and fifty, 
whoare engagedfin cultivating small patehes 
in sheep herding, andin fishing. One of 
the places. of interest here is the native 
— where, in the old days, the heath- 
enish rites were woat to be performed. 
Lanai is’in places well supplied with 
water ; there are springs and several amall 
streams in ravinee, and upon the beach in 
ditferent. places wells have been sunk which 
furnish liberal supply of fresh water. 
There is one perpetual river, or ri¢ulet, 
which flows through the ravine of Mauna. 
lei. The lovers of the grand and beautifal 
in nature will here find much to gratify, 
and the botanist, especially, will ob 
much food for study and entertaining re- 
search among the numerous canons covered 
with shrubs and foresta,

weet of Kauai, whence it is reached after 
an at times agreeable by steamer, 
or the egaennal whose time . valuable can 
cross the narrow age which separates 
it from that island by @ ¢ver-convenient 
whaleboat. The islet has an area of about 
70,000 acres, or something over. 109 aquare 
miles, It was once more thickly populat- 
ed, bub is now little more than a ler 
sheep ranch, more than one-half the land, 
or 40,000 acres, being the tty of Ga 
& Robinson, the owners of the akaweli 
estate on the neighboring island of Kauai, 
and the population consisting chiefly of 
shepherds and employees of that firm. A 
fine grass which is indigenous here and is ° 
not to be found elsewhere, though closely 
resembling the —— grass, used in 
the manufacture of Panama hats, was 
formerly woven into Niihau mates, which 
were noted for their great. delicacy and 
softness, These mats were woven in dif- 
ferent designs and colors, and were really - 
beautiful. They are now very rare, and 
of late years the price, which formerly 
ranged from $5 to $ll or so « piece, has 
advanced in an almost exorbitant degree. 
Shells of great beauty and of many varie- 
ties are found upon the shorea, and thoee 
with « reddish, coral-colored seed are gath- 
ered the not over-indastrious natives, 
and, being sterang into necklaces aud simi- 
lar ornaments, are disposed of to their fal- 
low countrymen and to foreigners, Con- 
siderable taste and ingenuity are displayed 
in the manufacture of these pretty articles; 
and as tourists are, as a rule, ready to pay 
liberally for curiosities, the natives derive 
a considerable income from their sa‘e, 


A Newfound! aad Raliway. 


Newfoundland, having for ‘the time dis- 
posed of the question of annexation to Can- 
ada, is about to embark in a railway under- 
taking of considerable magnitude for a 
colony of its size. The Government has 
made a contract for the construction of a 
highway directly across the island from the 
present line on the eaatern coast to the south 
weetern extremity, it will commence at the 
Bay of Exploits, and terminate at Port au 
Barque. The railway which will be two 
hegdred miles in length, is to cost New- 
foundland $3,120,000. In addition to this 
sum the contractor is te receive for operat- 
ing the line 500,000 acres of land and $50,- 
OO} a year for twenty years. This is fo 
simsll burden te add to 209,000 people whose 
debt is already 26,000,000. It wiil, how- 
ever, give the colony a chance to spend 
some borrowed money upon itself, and will 
bring St. John’s closer tc Canada.

A dragon 
coils round the forelegs and rears itselt in 
front of the ‘‘ horse's” chest. On the edge 
of the stone is a clearly-cut inscription in 
Danish runes of # far more distinct and fin- 
ished character than most of the extant 
Anglian ranes ; it records that “ Kona and 
Tuki caused lay this stone.” There can be 
no reasonable doubt that this 1s part of an 
eleventh century monument, for Tuki 
of this description has been identified with 
Tokig, who was a minister in Eugland of 
King Canute.

PETROLEUM FOR STEAMSHIP FUEL. 


Reanlis of the First Tramnantianite Trial 
Considered to Augur Complete Success. 


The new steel ‘tank steamship James 
Brand, Capt. Harding, the first vessel ever 
to cross the Atlantic driven by #team gen- 
erated by petroleum instead of coal, arrived 
at Philadelphia recently from Dartmouth 
after a passage of sixteen days. While the 
results obtained were not altogether favor- 
able, they were sufficient to convince tho 
engineers and officers of this vessel that in 
the course of a short time petroleum fuel for 
steamships will soon be used. 

For the first tnree days the steam was 
made through the burning of the petroleum, 
and the undertaking wotied most succeas- 
fully until the new machinery pecame some- 
what deranged. After this coal was used 
as fuel during the balance of the voyage. 
No difficulties were met with that cannot 
be overcome, and immediately on her return 

| to England she will be taken to the ship- 
| yards again to undergo some slight altera- 
| tions. 
The new ship is owned by A. Stuart of 
ndon, who is also the managing owner of 
a ares number of the tank steanships en- 
gaged in the bulk oil trale.

A journal | 
that speaks for the people who estimate) 
last week gave figures from the reports of | 
careful observers in the various localities, | 
indicating a spring wheat crop in Atherica 
fully equal to that of last year, or over | 
150,000,000 bushels. While the lake region | 
has #affered from too much rain, Kansas! 
has experienced a drouth that has resulied 
in great damage to the crops, which are not 
expected to reach more than half the aver- 
age yield. 

Bradstreet reportsthat on May 15th, in| 
Canada and the United States, there were 


87,163,000 bushels of wheat in sight, as |” 


againat 49,243,000 bushels in sight on the | 
same date last year. Estimating that ex-

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The Safest Part of a Train. 


The general opinion seems to be in favour 
of the centre carriages, 80 astobe equally 
far removed from point of contact in case of 
collision, whether such occur at the front | 
or rear of the train.

that train in which to travel. There has! 
up to the present time been no instance on 
record in this country ofanyone in a Pallman 
carriage having been killed, This formofcar- 
riage is #0 strong that there is no fear of that 
most terrible form of danger in railway 
collisions—telescoping ; and such carriages | 
tand as if a solid block, and capable of | 
withstanding the shock of collision even | 
when the train is runuing at express speed. | 
Absolutely the most unsafe carriages are | 
those between the engine and the Pullinan | 
cars. In the event of violent collision) 
these compartments very rarely escape total | 
demolition. They are situated between | 
two heavy forces—the obstruction in front} 
and the heavy cars bchind—so that of all | 
the carriages in the train they are subjected | 
to the greatest chance of being telescoped. | 
Where there are no Pallman’s the moat 
dangerous carriage is that next the engine, 
for which réason the luggage van almost 
always follows the tender, When there is 
no van, railway travellers may have noticed 
that the firat compartiment is almost invari- 
ably labelled “‘ engaged”; bat, as » matter 
of fact, for the better protection of the 
ablic, the whole carriage should be thus 
abeled, or a van patin front.

It often occurs, nay it ia the rule rather 
than the exception, that work is the master 
of the man instead of the man being master 
of his work ; therefore is it.that work gets 
the betteh of man and he is either incapaci- 
tated in his prime or given his long vaca- 
tion long before he is ready to take it. Pos- 
sibly, however, some of the wear and tear 
of the system, which we attribute entirely 
to overwork, may be due ina greater or 
leas degree to a faulty manner of working. 
There is a hurry and drive abont certain 
people which proceeds less from the ex- 
treme amount of labor undertaken than 
from the lack of syatem and arrangement in 
ite performance. Nearly every horiest 
worker, certainly every ambitions one, is 
concious that many things demand his at- 
tention, and the more complicated or intri- 
cate his labor the more will his conscious- 
ness press upon him. He desires earnestly 
to cultivate dispatch, to accomplieh a t 
deal ina short space of time. Now if he 
hat not been trained to habita of system 
and order his main idea will be that he 
must work fast. His chief, perhaps his 
only, notion of accomplishing much will be 
in the rapidity of execution. Thus, instead 
of sifting andarranging the various things 
he has to do, be will at once rash upon the 
first thing that occurs to him and do it as 
quickly as possible, Bearing in mind ail 
the while how many things are to follow, 
and not having made provision for them, he 
becomes nervous and hurried; he often 
faile to do justice to what he ie about, in 
the anxiety to begin something else. In 
this way he expencs a great deal of needless | 
energy and becomes fatigued much sooner 
than he otherwise would, There is no rea 
expedition in such a man. Much that he 
does is superfluous or at least unnecessary 
for the time; much is done imperfectly, 
much is eventually left undone. Mean- 
while he is by his hurried and nervous con- 
dition injuring his own health and distress- 
ing every sensitive person who comes in his 
path. The wear and tear of such restless 
worry is often much greater than that 
which is caased by even hard and contiau- 
ous work itself, when done with a calm and 
peaceful mind; and perhaps if we could 
trace back the many cases of nervous ex- 
haustion and other physical shipwrecks, we 
might find that more of them are due to 
the lack of systematic methods than to the 
actual excess of labor. 

On the other hand, one who practices 
true despatch is quiet, calm, thoughtfal, 
orderly. In his mind, and perhaps also in 
his notebook, he has the duties of the day 
carefully inscribed. He arranges them 
with as much vigilance and judgment as 
the merchant does in arranging his stock or 
the librarian in classifying his volumes, 
He distinguishes between those which are 
most important and those which are of 
more minor importance, between those that 
require immediate attention and those that 
can afford to wait. Thus they fall into a 
natural order of precedence which relieves 
him of one serious burden, Then, after per- 
haps a brief but effective study of methods, 
he will begin his actual work. The time 
thus taken would have seemed wasted to 
the restless, hustling man, but it prob- 
bably saves ten times its own amount, 
For now can he work rapidly, yet calm- 
ly, undisturbed by doubts and unob- 
structed by that — of hurry which 
is fatal to the beat performance, He can 
give his whole powers to each task in ita 
turn not being torn in thought between 
that and something else that remains to be 
done. Neither will he consume precious 
time in going from one thing to another for 
that has been already planned, whereas the 
bustling man having finished one thing is 
all atsea as to what to do next. Above 
all things order and distribution, and sing- 
ling out of ts, is the life of donaleh, 
so as the distribution be not too subtle. 
‘To choose time is to save time, and an 
unseasonable mvtion is but beating the 
air.” ;

FOR THE BEFENCE OF LEN POX. 


Werks Which Will Bender Chatham M11t- 
tary DPepets lareinerabie. 


The British war department has made ar- 
rangementas for having the works in con- 
nection with the fortifications at Chatham 
considerably advanced during the current 
year. The chain of forta which for some 
years past have been under constructions in 
the vicinity of Medway are intende for the 
defense of the dockyard and naval arsenal 
and the military depote at Chatham and 
also of the approaches to London, The ex- 
penditure has already reached a total of 
many thousands of pounds, and it is estimat- 
ed that a further outlay of between $100,000 
and $150,000 will be necessary before the 
works arecomplete. Of this sum it is ex- 
pected that $70,000 will be expended dur- 
ing the coming year—#45,000 on the east- 
ern detenses and $25,000 on Darland fort. 
In both of these cases there has been a large 
increase in the ainount of the original esti- 
mates. It was anticipated that the works 
in connection with the eastern defenses 
would cost $480,000, but owing to the sub- 
stitution of civil for convict labor that sun 
has been raised to $580,000. The origine! 
estimate for the construction of Darland 
fort—$80,000—was also found insufficient, 
but up to the present time the actual ex- 
penditure on this particular fort has been 
only about $10,000. When the system of 
fortification is ccmplete Chatham will be 
well-nigh fevalnerable both by land and 
water,

Photegraphihg Natural Colers. 


The French havereally, itappears, discover- 
ed how to produce oe of photography 
all natural colors. Bouquets of Howers and 
cages of gorgeously colored birds are accur- 
ately reprinted. All the shades and tones of 
landscapes are also produced, and that so 
beautifully and with such fine offect that 
the art of landscape drawing in water 
colors might epee to be in danger of being ' 
superseded, Of course real art has nothing 
to fear as its charyns are due to the *‘charm- 
ed magic casements” throvgh which poetic 
natures view natural scenes. It is not so 
much that much has to be charmed “ into” 
a scene perhaps, or even that much bas to 
be charmed out of it, but that its features of 
beauty are dwelt upon and interpreted. As 
the process of photographing colors is very 
slow, the exposure lasting for at least half 
an hour, moving things cannot be taken. 
This seems curious in view of the assertion 
that in the photographs of landscapes 
shown, ‘‘ the laughing blue which surrepti- 
tiously — through fleecy clouds”, is 
seen. The atmosphere of France must be 
very different from that of Canada, if the 
clouds remain stationary withont changing 
or dissolving for half an hour ata time so 
that the blue may be seen through a rift 
in one of them for so long. Landscapes re- 
produced by this process will, for a time 
at least, prove much more costly than or- 
dinary photographs aa each photograph is 
the production of a teparate exposure, 
there is no known means of reproduction. 
As time goes on, however, improvement 
will both cheapen and improve photography 
in colors.

A Claim that Canada Beilt i. 
First Steam Treep 

It is generally known that the first steam. 
driven versel to'crowe the Atlantic was 
built in Canada. The information is not 
so general, however, that this same craft 
was subsequently converted into a cruiser, 
and was the first steamship engaged in ac- 
tual war. 

The facts in the case are stated in ** John- 
son's Alphabet of First Things in Canada.” 
The ship waa the Royal William. She was 
built at the Cowe, Quebec, in the winter of 
1830-31, and during the season of 1832-32 
pled between Que and Halifax. In 
the latter season she was gént to London, 
and there chartered by the Portuguese 
Government to transport troops iatended 
for the service of the late Dom Pedro to 
Brazil. Reta-ning to London, she was sold 
to the Spanish Government, by the latter 
converted into a cruiser, and employed 
againat Don Carlos in the civil war of 1836, 
thus being the first steamer to fire a hostile 
shot. a 

There is still another curious fact that 
may have been overlooked—that troops 
withdrawn from Canada, upon the close of 
the American war of 1812-15, for the pur- 
ee of joining the army intended to crash 

apoleon after his return from Elba, wore 
transported down the St. Lawrence by a 
C ian steamer. This was probably the 
first occasion on which a steam: veasel was 
used for pu of military transport. 

Canada, therefore, not only furnished the 
world with the first steam war vessel, but 
she almost certainly provided the first 
steam troop ship as well.

To look at No. 27 St. George's road, Kil- 
! burn, London, one wonld not suspect it of 
being haunted. It isa solid, substantial, 
standing in 
about the middie of a rather imposing ter- 
race, with a small garden, confaining a 
few bushes, in the front, and a larger grass 
plot at the back. It is not by any meansa 
new house, but it has so few marks of age 
about it that a self-respecting ghost would 
hardly have been expected to regard it as 
an eligible residence. Yet there are three 
people dwelling in the house who aszert 
confidently that they have each on separ- 
ete occasions been the eye-witnesses of a 
remarkable apparition in the house. The 
Rev. G. S. Tyler, the minister at present 
attached to the Quex Road Wesleyan 
Chapel, and his family, who are the eye 
witnesses of the ghost,fhave told a Pall Mall 
Budget reporter about it. The house has 
for many years now been the dwelling- 
place of the various ministers who have 
succeeded each other every three years at 
the Quex road chapel. -Mr. Tyler and his 
family have lived there now for eighteen 
months. ‘* I have never seen the apparition 
myself,” said Mr. Tyler, “and have al- 
ways been a confirmed unbeliever in. spirit 
manifestations, and so on. But the fact 
remains, explain it how you will, t.at my 
wife and my davghters Ada and Julie, 
respectively twenty and nineteen 
years, have distinctly seen a mysterious 
something, which, in the absence of any 
better way describing it, we have called an 
apparition.

I was dread- 
fully frightened, but when I told the others 
they laughed at me, But then Ada, later 
on, saw the same figure, and then mother 
herself. It was before Christmas that I 
saw it.

So have we all,” Miss Ada then related her 
first experience of the uncanny visitor. She 
was alone in the house with a child one Sun- 
day evening and saw the figure in the door- 
way. She thotight a man had broken into 
the house at first, until she obeerved the 
clerical cut of the figure’s garb, and then re- 
called her sister's experience. Mra. Tyler's 
statement was that while passing by the 
small room at the end of the passage one 
evening she saw Mr. Tyler standing in there, 
as she thought.

It iain this room at the end 
of the passage, indeed, where the apparition 
has been most frequently seen, and the 
ladies of the househeld do not care to ven- 
ture near italone.

Extortion at the World's Fair. 
In order to remove the somewhat preva-

The Etruscans of old believed in three 
kinds of lightning—one incapable of doing 
any injary, another more mischievous in its 
character and consequently only to be issued 
with the consent of a quorom of twelve gods, 
and a third carrying mischief in ite train 
and for which a regular decree was required 
from the highest divinities in the Etruscan 
skies, Curiously enoagh, modern scientista, 
following the lead en by Arago, have 
also decreed that varieties of lightning are 
threefold. The first comprehends thet ia 
which the discharge appears like a jong, 
luminous line, bent into angles and rigrags 
and varying in complexion from white 
to blue, purple or red. This kind @ 
known as forked lighting, besause it 
sometimes divides into two or more branches 

| before reaching the earth, The second dif- 
fers from the first in’ the e of surface 
over which the flash is diffused, From this 
cireamstence the oe is designated 
sheet-lightning. ‘Ihe third class ditler so 
widely from the more ordinary manifesta- 
tions that many meteorologists have denied 
their right to be treated as legitimate light- 
nings. They neither assume the form of long 
lines on the one hand, nor sheets af flame on 
| the other, but exhibit themselves as balls or 
globular lumps of fire. 

A very singular story is told concerning 
the vagaries of one mass of globe lightning. 
A tailor in the Rue St. Jacynes, in the 
neighborhood of the Val de Grave, was get- 
ting his dinner one day during a thunder- 
storm, when he heard a loud clap, and soon 
the chimney-board fell down and « globe of 
fire as big asa child's head came out quiet! 
and moved slowly about the room pep pres 
height above the floor, The tator in 
conversation afterwards with M. Rabbinet, 
of the Academies des Sciences, said it look- 
ed like a good-sized kitten rolled-up into a 
ball and moving without showing its paws. 
It was bright and shining, yet he felt no 
sensation of heat. The globe came near 

| his feet, but by moving them aside he 
| avoided the contact. After trying several 
excursions in different directions it rose ver- 
| tically to the height of his head—which he 
threw back to prevent it touching him— 
steered towards a hole in the chimney above 
the mantelpiece, and made its way into the 
flac. Shortly afterwards—‘‘ when I sup- 
posed it had had time to reach the top,” the 
tailor said-—there was a terrible explosion, 
which destroyed the upper part of the 


| 


chimney, and threw the fragments on to the. 


roofs of some adjoining buildings, which 
they broke through Inthe foreat of Ne- 
mours a tree was once struck; two pieces 
were rent from its trank ; the smaller was 
tossed to a distance of fifty feet, and the 
larger, which eighteen men couid not move, 
to a distance of twenty feet or so in an op- 
posite tack. In 1838 the topgallant-mast 
of H. M. S. Rodney was bit by a flash and 
literally cut up into chips, the sea being 
strewn with the fragmenta as if the car- 
penters had been sweeping their shavings 
overboard. Shortly before the topmasss of 
H. M. 8S. Hyacinthe had suffered in a simi- 
lar manner, and when the Thetis underwent 
a like visitation in Rio harbor Capt. Fitzroy 
described the foretopmast as ‘‘a mere col- 
lection of long splinters, almost like reeds.” 

These are a few of the examples of the 
mechanical effegt of lightning. It -works 
chemically as well, It has the power of 
developing a peculiar odor, which has bees 
variously compared to that of phesphorons, 
nitrous gas, aml moat frequently burning 
sulphur. Wafer mentions a storm on the 
Isthmusof Darien which diffused such a 
sulphurousstench through the atmosphere 
that he and his marauding companions could 
scarcely draw their breath, particularly 
when they plunged into the wood. The 
magnetic effects produced are often very 
curious, A chest contaming a large assort- 
ment of knives, forks and other cutlery was 
not many years ago, struck in the houze of 
a Wakefield tradesman, and magnetism 
imparted to the whole of the articles, 
Arago, in his ‘* Meteorological Essays,” 
speaks of a shoe-maker in Svatis whose 
tools were thus treated, to his indescrib- 
able annoyance. ‘‘ He had to be constant- 
ly freeing his hammer, pincers and knife 
from his nails, needles and awls, which 
were constantly getting caught by them as 
they lay together on the bench.” The 
same authority knew ofa Genoese ship 
which was wrecked near Algiersin con- 
sequoace of some pranks played by light- 
ning among the ng a the captain in- 
nocently supposing that he was sailing to- 
wards the north, when, as a matter of fact, 
he was steering due south. 

Subterranean thunders have occasionally 
been heard preparatory to an serial erup- 
tion. The sea has cast up volumes of water, 
as if volcanoes were exploding below. ‘Tine 
ground has burst open, and floods of water 
bave gushed forth from the sides of hills or 
from fissures in the rocks, Taking another 
class of effects, cures have been perfornsed 
by lightning ; gouty men have been enabled 
to walk freely ; epileptic persons have been 
healed ; amaurosis has been removed, and 
rheumatism dispelled by a flash. But one 
dare not look too closely into the subject of 
medical electricity, nor venture to recom- 
mend any one to tempt lightning in the 
hope of experiencing its curative powers;

There ia another class of phenomena pro- 
duced by lightning which is well worthy of 
attention, but of which little is yet known ; 
we refer to senting prints. We areall ac- 
quainted with the peculiar action of light 
upon papers imbued with salta of silver or 
other chemical preparations sensitive to its 
influences, by which the images of surround. 
ing objects are permanertly and elegantly 
fixed upon paper. Well, lightning flash 
now and again produces a similar result 
upon the thing or person it touches. M. 
Poey, who has treated the subject of lhight- 
ning prints very fully in the pages of the 
French scientific journals, mentions twenty- 
four cases of imprestions on the bodies of 
men and animals. Of these, eight were im- 
pressions of trees or parts of trees; one O- 
a bird and one of a cow, four of croees 
three of circles or of impressions ot coin; 
carried about the person: two of horse- 
shoes; one of a nail ; one of a metal comb; 
one of a namber or numeral; one of the 
wo-ds of a sentence, and one of the back of 
anarm-chair. A horeeshee was indelivly 
marked on the peck of a youth of Cande- 
laria (Cuba), who wae struck dead by ight 
ning near a house upon one of the windows 
of which was nailed a horseahoe. In 1853 
a little girl was standiog ata window near 
which stood a young maple tree; a flash of 
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lightning strack either the girl or the tree 
et both, aod an image of the tree was found 
printed on her body, Ia another instance 
& boy climbed « tree to steal « bird's nest: a 
lightning flesh struck the tree: the bey fe!! 
to the ground, aod om hie breast the image 
of the tree, with the bird and nest on one 
of the branches, appeared moct copspicu- 
ously.

scheme. The Prince of Wales, Mr. Car- 
negie thinks, would be the last man in the 
way of healing a separation which he so 
constantly deplores, and Her Mrjesty 
might be expeeted to give up her crown, 
and much more, to be the peacemaker, who 
brought reanion to her race. Neither the 
House of Lords nor the Established Church 
resents insuperable difficulty, inasmuch aa: 
in all probability both institutions must dis-’ 
appear. 

The means by which re-union is to be ac- 
complished are ready at hand.

FRIGHTFUL SCENES AT A BULL FIGHT. 


Two Persons Killed and Six Yangeronaly 
Murt in the Province of Madria. 


A Madrid special says :—Particulars 
have been received here of. a bull fight at 
Getafe, in the province of Madrid, in which 
the proceedings were of the most extraor- 
dinary kind and led to the.death of two per- 
sons, while six were dangerously injured 
and several others more or less hurt, It 
was announced that there would be two dis- 
plays, one in the morning and th: other in 
the afternoon, at which altogether fifty 
bulls would be provided. The bulla were to 
be met by amateur fighters and nobody ex- 
cept the amateurs previously named was to 
be allowed in the ring. The spectacle at- 
tracted a large crowd of people, including 
numerous roughs from Madrid, and not- 
withstanding the official printed prohibition 
& number of unauthorized persons, men 
and boys, about sixty in number, jumped | 
into the ring and took part in worry- 
ing the bulls, twenty-two of which 
were brought forward on the first per- 
formance. The bulls were, however, not 
killed, as is customary, but were allowed 
to leave the ring after being baited for a 
certain time. Before the morning was over 
one person had been dangerously hurt by 
an infuriated bull. In the ‘afternoon 
twerty-eight bulls were brought out, and 
the scene became more exciting than erer, 
the ring being again invaded by numbers of 
the crowd, eager to take part in the sport. 
One ball thrast his horns through a man’s 
cloak, and being thus blindfclded, became 
furious, A youth from Madrid, attemptiny 
to recover the cloak, was caught on the 
bull's horns, tossed, and then gored to death 
amid the frenzied plaudits of the spactators, 
Shortly alisiaaet auntie youth, who en- 
gaged the next bull, was pinned to the bar- 
rier by the animal's horns and killed on the 
spot. The fight continued, as ball after 
was sent into the ring, amid the enthu- 
siasm of the onlookers, the authorities con- 
tinuing to preside at the proceedings until 
the last animal had appeared. Several 
sagen were dangeronsly hurt and had to | 
ye carried out of the ring.

The Crops ta Ontario, 

From the bulletia just issued by the On- 
tario bureau of Industries we gather that 
in this province both April and May were 
colder on the average in 1893 than in 1892, 
or than the average of the eleven years 1882. 
92. In May the rainfall was a little less 
than in May, 1802, but 0.59 inches greater 
than in the period 1882-92. The last two 
months have been colder and rainier than 
the average ; in other words, the wing 
season has been later than usual in Ontario, 

Fall Wheat,—The reports as to the con- 
dition of this crop are not favourable. In 
some townships as mach as one-half of the 
entire crop has been ploughed up, in others 
from one-third to one-quarter has been seri- 
ously injared by rain and frost ; on the 
whole at least oné-quarter of the crop of the 
entire province has been ploughed up and 
sown to other crops. Great variation is re- 
ported as to that which has been left, best 
and moat vigorous fields being those lying 
high or well drained. The Lake Erie coun- 
ties report fair prospects ; Lake Huron and 
Georgian Bay under the average, and a high 

reentage ploughed up; West Midland, 

air to good ; Kast Midland, average. On 
the whole the returns for the province may 
be summarised thus:—Acreage reduced 
at least one-quarter ; growth backward ; 
general condition variabie ; prospects on 
June Ist not quite up to the average. 

Rye.—-The crop seems to have stood the 
winter and spring better than fall 
wheat, and to be ina promising condition. 
The total amount of grain for the province 
will be small. 

Spring Wheat,—The continued rains of 
the late spring delayed sowing in most 
counties, In the north and north-eastern 
sections the larger portion of the spring 
wheat was yet to besown on June lat. The 
dry weather following the heavy rains 
crusted the soil so that in many places the 
young plants had difficulty in pushing 
through. Asa result the fields were more 
or less patchy. That which had made 
growth was reported in fine appearance. 
The acreage will probably be about the 
same as last year. The prospects on June 
lst were fair for what had made a start, 

Barley.—Sowing was in progress June 
Ist. In comparison with former years the 
acreage will likely be still further reduced. 
Nothing could be said as to condition, since 
very little was up above the ground. 

Oats,—-Upon well-drained and high lands 
oats were put in early, and auch had 
& vigorous and promising appearance 
at the beginning of the month. Most 
of the crop, however, was put in late. 
An increased acreage is reported, especially 
from the Lake Huren and Georgian Bay 
counties. As far as it was possible to re-

Most people wiil, no doubt, regard as 
mere electoral mauceuvres the report of a 
collision between a Siamese outpost and a 
body of Annamite soldiers under French 
officers, and the order subsequently given 
by the Minister of the Marine ial the 
Colonies for a umber of French war vessels 
to assemble in the Gulf of Siam. These inci- 
denws occur opportunely for the purpose of 
diverting the public mind from the Panama 
seandal, which is likely to be revived 
through the annulment by the Court of 
Cassation of the sentences passed on M. 
Charles de Lesseps and other incriminated 
directors of the bankrupt company. There 
is, however, a strong motive underlying the 
boundary dispute between the French and 
the Siamese. What Kl Dorado was to the 
early Spanish settlers on the coasts of 
South America, the rich and La tea 
Chinese province of Yunnan is to the French 
colonists in Farther India. The latter 
have gradually absorbed Cochin China, 
Cambodia, and the wholeof the so-called 
Annamite empire, including Tonquin, 
But they have failed to develop an exten- 
sive foreign trade orto make their con- 

uests pay even the coat of administration. 

uld they once tap Yunnan, however, 
things would be, as they believe, quite 
different. If we look at the map, there 
seema.to be three ways of reaching south- 
western China from the south, any of which 
would be much shom@er than the extremely 
circuitous route by the Yan -tee-Kiang.

the French maaters of Hanoi have been 
unable to turn this route to commercia 
account, 

There remains the Me-kong, much the

traveraing the whole of Yunnan from north 
to south, flows through eastern Burmah 
and a part of Siam, then runs on or near 
the bonndary between Siam and Annam, 
and, finally, cleaving Cambodia and Cochin 
China, falls into the south China Sea.

Glave built 
himaelf a little home, established liveable 
relations with the savages, and dwelt there 
twenty months, He already knew a good 
deal of savage African speech, and here he 
mided to his linguistic attainments. He 
studied the natives in their savage state 
and hunted big game to hia heart's content. 
Being an observant young man with a 
larger fund of humor than providence usual- 
ly allows to men of British birth, Glave 
brought out of Africa and that lonely year 
and a half among-savages a fund of deidght- 
ful anecdotes and » remarkable acquaint- 
ance with the ways of the negro. He 
learned to sing a cannibal song in a way 
make your hair stand on end, and his 
stories of domestic life are uncommonly 
droll, 

Oa coming out of Africa Galve visited the 
United States, and soon found himself wel- 
come among all sorte of people and his 
manuscript sought by the publishers of 
newspapers and magazines. He joined an 
exploring company sent to Alaska by a 
weekly illustrated newapaper, and was so 
pleased with the country that he made a 
second expedition on his own account. 
With a single white companion and a few 
Indian guides he penetrated far into the 
interior, and he was the first man to 
take horses beyond the Alaskan mountain. 
Naval officers who know the Alaskan coast 
have sometimes sneered at Glave's pretence 
to have taken horses into the interior, but 
he has photographs to show for it, and he

‘On being in- 
formed,” the Report says, ‘‘that the 
northern Indians ordinarily went to Choue- 
guen with their peltries by way of Toronto, 
on the north-west side of Lake Ontario, 
twenty-five leagues from Nia and seven- 
ty-five from Fort Frontenac, it was thought 
ble to establish a post at that place, 
and to send thither an officer, 15 soldiers 
and some workmen, to construct a small 
sicckade fort there.” (See Paris Doou- 
ments, Colonial History, State of New 
York, vol. X., p. 201. Albany, 1858, 4to). 
The name of the officer sent on this service 
was Portneuf. 

The authorities at Versailles were always 
cautioning the governors of Canada against 
expense. Gali soniere therefore thinks it 
pradent to observe: ‘The expense will 
not yell grat the timber is transported 
there the remaining requisites will be 
conveyed by the barques belonging to Fort 
Frontenac.”

We learn from Capt, Gother Mann's now 
celebrated ** Pian of the Proposed Toronto 
Harbour,” etc., dated ** Quebec, 6th Dee., 
1788,” that there were five buildings within 
the stockade, He delineated them dis- 
tinetly in his plan, as well aa the bounds of 
the quadrangle enclosed by the palisades.

NAME AND NATURE OF THE OLD FRENCH 
FORT, 

The name officially conferred on the new- 
ly-eatablighed post was Fort Rouille, in 
compliment to Antoine Louis Rouille, 
Count de Jouy, Cvlonial Minister of France, 
1749-54, in succession to the Count Maur 
a8. This Count de Jony was a distiagiah 
ed personage, not only on account of the 
many high positions in the state which he 
had held, but also by reagon of his patron- 

eof literature. He wasfor atime at 
the head of the Royel Library, and ‘was 
instramental in having transiations made of 
De Thou, Guiceiardini, and other impor- 
tant writers, (He died in 1761). But not- 
withstanding the eminence of the Minister 
in these séveral directions, his name as con- 
nected with the new trading = on the 
shores of Toronto Bay quickly fell into 
disuse. The expression Toronto was already 
familiar to the popular ear and in the pop- 
ular speech: as denoting the important 
canoe-landing near by, fot the ‘* pass at 
Tofonto;” and the post became commonly 
known as Fort Toronto, i. ¢ the trading: 
post atthe Toronto landing. By that ap- 
pelation it came to be generally spoken of 
very soon after it was first established. In 
a despatch addressed by M. de Longueuil, 
Governor-General, to Rouille himself in 
1752, we had both expressions used. 
Speaking of a missing soldier who had re- 
cently been sent with despatches from the 
post of Niagara to the post of Fort Fron. 
tenac (Kingston), via Toronto, he says: 
* The commandant at Niagara, M. de la 
Levalterie, had detached a soldier to con- 
vey certain despatches to Fort Rouille, with 
orders to the store-keeper at that post to 
transmit them promptly to Mcntreal, 1t 
was not known,’ he then adds, ‘‘what be- 
came of that soldier, About that time,” he 
continues ‘a Mississaga from Toronto ar- 
rived at Niagara, who informed M. de la 
Levalterie that Le had not seen that soldier 
at the fort nor met him on the way. It is 
to be feared that he has been killed by the 
Indians, and the despatches carried to the 
Enghsh.”, Then in a passage of the same 
communication, which will be given here- 
after, M. de Longueu:l makes use of the 
other expression, Fort Toronto. 

The Intendant Rigot alsoagain and again 
speaks of the establishment as Fort Toronto 
in the elaborate ‘* Memoir” prepared by 
him in ay to certain charges of misman- 
agement brought against him on bis return 
to France in. 1763, and printed at Paris in 
that year, making, however, the incidental 
remark, that it was for some time known 
as Fort Rouille. We learn from the sane 
Memoir that Fort Toronto was from the 
outset a Royal Post, i. ¢. that the trade 
carried on there was for the benefit of the 
King’s Exchequer. In a deapatch to Roaille 
himself, copied in the Memoir, he refers to 
great expenses incurred at hort O:wegat- 
chie (Ogdensburg) through the necessity of 
supplying food to the Indians there; “but 
thea he hopes, he says, to reconp himself 
for these expenses by the trade carried oy 
at Toronto, “‘where large quantities of 
goods (‘ effects’) are required for that pur-

Impationce 

While we don’t approve of preaching in 
newspapers, it is really necessary to say 
something, outside the pulpit, about one 
of the worst characteristics of the age and 
that is impatience. We observe that it is 
responsible for many of the derangements 
of society and speak of it from a purely 
worldly point of view. There are any num- 
ber of religious people, regular church- 
goers and good Christians at that, who have 
not the slightest control of their tempers 
and break out into the most unseemly and 
unnecéssary violence of speech upon the 
slightest provocation. They are to be met 
with in social and public relations and their 
conduct in this respect is not at all edify- 
ing. This reprehensible weakness often 
precipitates differences and misunderstand- 
ings that make one sometimes extremely 
weary, if not actually ashamed of his Chris- 
tian associates. The quality of patience is 
often held at a discount as belonging to 
slow and stolid people, and not at all char- 
acteristic of bright, wideawake, intelligent 
people, Itisa great mistake to confound 
stolidity with patience, They are entirely 
different in their nature and their results, 
Patience is not a passive quality. It must 
be exercised by those who are quick in 
their feelings. Real patience is one of the 
best manifestations of mental and moral 
force. It implies self-content and resolution 
of no small order, and it also implies abil- 
ity to reason fairly, to judge correctly and 
to abide by the results. 

Increasing intelligence has so tully ex- 
posed the folly of certain kinds of impa- 
tience as to render them perfectly ridiculous. 
The person who, irritated by accident for 
which no one is responsible, vents his wrath 
upon inanimate things,or upon the accepted 
laws of nature is simply laughed at and 
when the excitement passes away, he, too, 
realizes the absurdity of his conduct. To 
be my for nothing, to swear at the cat 
and to damn the weather are now recogniz- 
ed as irrational emotions and altogether in 
very bad form. There are times, no 
doubt, when everything seems to go wrong, 
when our efforta fail, when our hopes are 
disappointed, when our fears are unbound. 
ed aad imaginary troubles surround us on 
allsides. Then we become petulant, cross 
and unreasonable. We try to throw the 
blame on something or some one outside 
ourselves and as we do not pause to calmly 
investigate the real source of the trouble 
we allow ourselves to become generally con- 
tentions and disagreeable. In. this respect 
we are much inferior to the pagan philoso- 
phers who behaved with the greatest pa- 
tience and dignity under the most disturbing 
conditions, 

The hasty and impatient man may be a 
very good-natured, generous fellow under 
ordinary circumstances, but he is not a 
gentleman. This assertion may disturb 
some people but it goes. The essential 
quality of a gentleman is not to get vulgar- 
ly angry but to preserve his soul in pa- 
tience under the greatest provocation. 
With regard to impatient people, the 
great probability 1s that the true cause of 
their discomfort lies within themselves. 
They lave failed to adapt themselves to 
some law of nature or some spiritual func- 
tion and are simply suffering the inevitable 
consequences. If people were truly phil- 
osophic, they would be more tranquil and

trouble and then take all Jegitimate means 
to remove it.

A Copenhagen special says :—A therough 
investigation has been made into the caus. 
jes of the catastrophe, that has overtaken 
| the ** Beautiful Valley,” the Vaerdal in the 
| Trondhjen district, in whigh more than 120 
| persona Inat their liveay whieh was brought 
| about, it appears, by thé action of under. 
ground aprings beneath the range of bills 
| ovet looking the Vaerdsl river, and dotted 
with country houses and cottages. The 
landslip came so suddenly that great mass 
es of earth were huried across the river to 
the opposite bank. The earth aud clay in 
the valley and river formed .a dam, and the 
surroanding country was in a short space 
of time turned into a great sheet of thick, 
muddy water in which hamaa beings, 
horses, cows, piga, sheep and fragmenta of 
houses and furniture were floating. The 
disaster came like a thief in the night, so 
that many of the unfortunate mbhabitanta 
were overwhelmed in their sleep. The

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- | the discharge of artillery, which was heard 


atadistance. A few of the people in the 
houses when the landslip occu managed 
to reach the roofs and were saved. Some 
heartrendir.g stories of escape are told. M. 
Rostad, an engineer, and his four children 
and some of his servants—ten persons in 
all—were carried along on the top of 
their house from Fallo to Rosvald, ex- 
posed to the cold, and splashed from head 
to foot with the icy cold clay and mud. 
None of the we enn had on anything but their 
nightdresses to protect them. His wife's 
body was afterward found at Rosvald. She 
had jumped out of a window in the attempt 
to save herself. The body of their young- 
est child, who perished, has not yet been 
recovered. A poor cottager came home to 
find that his wife and five children with the 
hut and all his small a had been 
sweptaway. A mother and her babe of 18 
months were in a house when the walls fell 
outward. The mother'saw her child and 
four others sink from sight in the dreadful 
mire. She herself, though badly injured, 
was saved. 

The Sennaes farms along the southern 
bank of the river were destroyed, but most 
of the inhabitants managed to save them- 
selves on the top of their houses. ‘Lhe 
horses in the stables, sunk in mud up to 
their throats, were afterward shot, as were 
& number of cows and other animals, hope- 
lessly injured. An old man and his wife, 
who was ill in bed, weré on the ground floor 
of their house, the doors being blocked by 
the clay, and to escape, the man cut a hole 
in the ceiling with his pocket-knife, whence 
they escaped to the floor above. Many a 

ntly liteless bodies were restored to life 
y proper treatment. Many gallant acta of 
rescue were performed by those who exposed 
their lives to save their fellow creatures. 
One man even tried to cross the horrid gulf 
of mud on snowshoes. Detachments of 
troops render all the assistance they can to 
the inhabitants, who are bereft of every- 
thing, even to their clothing. 


Protection to Forest. 
Mr. Henry Gannett, Chief Geographer of 
the U.S. Geological Survey, has lately caused 
to be published through the gl 
and ina thin pamphlet for wide distriba. 
tion, an article intended to show the folly, 
in his opinion, of extending any Govern- 
ment or State protection to forests. The 
first part of the article is devoted to argu- 
ment in opposition to the general ief 
that forests have an influence on climate 
and soils, or tend to conserve rainfall for 
use in summer after spring rains are over. 
Since long continued observation in large 
sections on the Continent of Europe has 
proved the general opinion to be based on 
actual facts, Mr. Gannett’s labored argu- 
ments fallto the ground. In the last por- 
tion of his paper he asserta that the tim- 
ber supply of the United States is ‘* suffi. 
cient to withstand the great and increasing 
demands upon it.” He says the timber is 
growing faster than it is cut, and proves 
this position, as he supposes, by stating that 
the timber area of the United States is in 
round numbers 750,000,000 acres, each acre 
of which has a growth, or increase, of 40 cubic 
feet of solid timber every year, making the 
total annual increase of the timber supply 
30,000,000,000 cubic teet. The annnal con- 
sumption, he says, is between 20,000,000,000 
and 24,000,000,000 of feet, leaving an annual 
increase of 6,000,000,000 to 10,000,000,090 
of cubic feet. Any one who has eyes, and 
takes thought on the matter, knows that 
there is scarcely a locality in the United 
States (except in some portions of the form- 
erly treeless prairie country at the West, 
where timber planting has been promoted 
by legislative encouragement), where the 
timber area has not been steadily diminish- 
ishing since the settlement of the country 
by whites. North or South, on the Atlan- 
tic slope or the Pacific, the aim of nearly 
every settler or farmer haa been to destroy 
the timber and increase the area devoted to 
cultivation, There is a small increase in 
some of the New England towns, because 
of the growth of timber ou abandoned 
farms, but this growth nowhere equals 40 
cubic feet per annum oY marketable timber, 
or even 10 cubic feet available for anything 
except fuel.

It 
is @ singular.fact that the increased cost of 
fodder is accompanied by a similar rise in 
the price of horses, a pair of year-old cart 
horses costing from 40 to 50 roubles, and 
an average “ag of working horees from 100 
to 120 roubles, prices which only the larger 
proprietors can afford to pay, so that the 
peasants are obliged to hire the cattle they 
require.

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Causes of Cholera, 


At its session in Milwaukee Inst week the 
American Medica! Association received from 
Dr. Ernest Hart, editor of the British Med- 
ical Journal, an elaborate statement in re- 
gard to cholera. Dr, Hart sketched the 
progress of the disease through different 
countries and the mode of its pro on, 
with especial reference to the affirmation 
that ‘cholera isa filth disease, carried by 
dirty people to dirty places, and there 
spread by the use of dirty water.” This is 
proved by the history of its spread in Eng- 
land, France, Russia, India, and other 
countries. In every case where the facts 
could be ascertained with sufficienct close- 
ness to warrant the deduction the outbreak 
of the disease was traceable to the use of 
contaminated water. It may be considered 
as demonstrated that there is no value in 
the theories of cholera contagion being due 
to anything else than specifically polluted 
water. This is not merely an occasional or 
adjuvant cause, bat the prime cause of al- 
most every great epedemic of Asiatic chol- 
era, Farther, when the ube of the poison- 
ed water had been abandoned or cut off the 
epidemic has ceased. Heace we should 
aim at securing purity of water, air, soil 
and habita. This achieved, cholera need 
be feared no longer. Ev means should 
be employed for impressing these facts upon 
the popular mind and to use the knowledge 
as a powerful lever to push forward the 
war against filth already so well begun,
